(By Associated Press) 


Berlin, Xov. 30.—The war situation, 


was reviewed before the reichstag to- 
day by Count George P. von Hertling, 
the new imperial German chancellor. 
He declared that Germany was ready 
to enter into peace negotiations as 
soon as the Russian government sent 
representatives, having fall powers, to 
Berlin. The chancellor said he hoped 
and wished that the present efforts 
would take definite shape, and "bring 
us peace." 


German arms, be said, have been 


uniformly successful and the subma- 
rine warfare will reach the aim in- 
tended foMtt. He aaldi that the ships 
sunk will exceed that of those newly 
constructed.. He praised the army and 
navy and eulogized tins nom« imputa- 
tion for Us patieace ,aj)d, endurance 
under great privations.' 'Political re- 
forms would be carried out but the 
fundamental principles of the imperi 
al constitution cannot and shall not 
Le changed.
